PARK. 


Tbeee grounds are happily chosen 


and beantifnliy located for park pnr- 
poies. They include twenty acres 
of romantic hill and dale, and are 
situated due south of the city, adja- 
cent to the Ssngamon river, and 
afford a fine view of the city and 
Greenwood cemetery lying at the 
north. 
Standing upon one of the 


high points of the park grounds, the 
observer can trace witb the eye long 
stretches cf the winding river, while 
at the south, the jotted landscape of 
forests and farms extend for miles 
toward the bine distance beyond. 


As this park is in the prospective 


we ara indebted to Mr. Franklin 
Priest for the following information 
relative to its proposed improvement, 
arrangement, etc. 
The work of im- 


proving will commence as early in 
the spring as practicable for pushing 
the enterprise. His intention is to 
extend his street railway sooth on 
Main street, following the glade at 
the foot of the blnffs, south of the 
cemetery, and those along the branch 
to a point near the river, which will 
be its southern terminus. 


The grounds have already been 


partially improved by clearing away 
the underbrush and all other refuse 
incnmbering them. 
The numerous 


shade trees have been neatly and 
closely trimmed, the blue grass sward 
has been cleaned and combed, and a 
portion of ene of the drives graded; 
for it is intended by Mr. Priest to 
make this park suitable for driving 
purposes. Ak>ng the southern slope, 
lying toward the river, is located one 
of the drive ways. By the side of 
this drive way, gently sloping to the 
southward, is a rectangular shaped 
plat of ground set apart for the pur- 
pose of a flower garden . 
This is 


fifty feet in width by five hundred 
feet in length, and is already plowed 
for an early preparation of seeds and 
plants in the spring. Nature has so 
fashioned the surface, lying along 
and between two swells of ground, 
that an amphitheater is formed which 
will accommodate thousands of peo- 
ple to any entertainment presented 
below. At the base of this natural 
amphitheatre it is proposed to con- 
struct the band stand. To the west 
of this lies a level stretch of ground 
which will probably be devoted to 
the use of the babe ball players. 
South and west of the band stand, on 
an elevated point, will be constructed 
a large pavillion, fifty by one hundred 
feet in size, which will be suitable for 
dancing parties, serving ices, lemon- 
ade, etc. A water supply will be 
furnished by a beautiful spring ad- 
jacent to the grounds. As the elec- 
tric light wires will pass by the park 
from the water works to the town. 
Mr. Priest proposes to avail himself 
of its convenience by illuminating 
the grounds by this method. 


Probably one of the matt important 


features among the many amuse- 
ments furnished in the park will be 
a small steamer placed upon the 
river by the management, for the use 
of excnraionistp, fishing parties, etc 
As the park grounds are situated near 
the switch at the water works, excur- 
sions from abroa-1 will ha\e the ad- 
vantage of siding their coaches upon 
the switch adjacent to the grounds. 


If this improvement should be car- 


ried out to the full extant, an impor- 
tant feature of amusement will be 
added to our many other city attrac- 
tions; and Mr. Priest informs us, 
that it is a certainty, and that the 
management will be placed in the 
hands of an old and txperienced 
caterer to public amusements. 


DECiTDR STBEET RAILWAY. 


This road was constructed in 1874, 


under the conception and manage- 
ment of Mr. F. Pries*, who then 
owned the Priest hotel, cow known 
as the New Doming. The main ob- 
ject for the construction of the road 
was to further the accommodations 
of his hotel. 
It extends from the 


Union depot along Cerro Gordo iiBil 
North Main streets, terminating at 
the old square. It contains one mile 
of track and extends along some {.or- 
tions of the wealthiest part of the city. 
Three cars are placed upon the track 
which make all trains night and day. 
As mentioned in another article, 
the road will be extended to the river 
in the spring, the number of coaches 
increased, and the road put, all along 
the line, in first-class order.
